Dr. Tanner’s Most Comfortable Day 
Since the Fast Began.

He Asks tor Fresh Air and Gets it—A Half- 
Mile Waik Through the Steets at a 
Brisk Pace—His Letters From 
Unknown Friends. 


From the New York Sun.! 

At noon yesterday Dr. Tanner finished the 
rst week of his proposed fasting period of 
forty days. Those who saw the fasting man 
on Saturday, and heard the hot, almost angry 
discussions which he entered into with doctors 
of the diff:rent schools, expected on visiting 
him yesterday to find him quite broken down. 
They were buppily disappointed. No more 
such exciting influences had been allowed to 
disturb him. ‘The consequence was that Dr. 
‘Tanner felt better yesterday than he had on 
any otber day since he began his fast. The 
noise caused by the popular way of czlebratiog 
the nation’s great holiday disturbed him some, 
but be said that as soon as it was over he 
expected to get about six hours of uninter- 
rupted sleep, which, he thought, would make 
bim feel very well indeed, Next te the noise, 
thething that the fasting man has complained 
ef most seriously is the want of fresh air. He 
had been permitted to go out and sit by an 
open window at the head of the stairs, accom- 

anied always by one or more watchers, but 
be soon got tired of sitting on a hard chair, 
and returned to his cot unsatistied. Yester- 
day a device was planned which would en- 
eke the Doctor to get ail the fresh air he 
wanted. There is a good-sized ante-room 
in front of the large hall, and the large 
windows of which open out 2 
Fourteenth street. It was agreed to let Dr. 
Tanper make use of that room, for in the hall 
where he had been confined the windows are 
high up, near the ceiling, and there is no 
chance to get the fresh breeze directly from 
the outside world. Two tables were placed ia 
front of one of the large windows in the ante- 
room. Then the fasting man’s little cot was 
taken in and raised to the top of the tables. 
To get the fasting man still further into the 
outdoor air, the head of the cot was raised 
and carried out of the window so that the fore 
legs of the cot rested on the window sill. This 

avethe cot asteep incline, aod when Dr. 
— mounted it and lay with his 
head clear out of the window so far that he 
could look up and down Fourteenth street, 
the fasting man was happy. He enjoyed him - 
self so well up there that he stuck to the place 
steadily all the afternoon and up to 8 o’clock 
in the evening. Hethencame down and sat 
in a chair for half an hour with his feet ele- 
vated against the wall, but at bed time he 
mounted the cot again. I'm Rolng to have 
fresh air and keep my head cool as long as I 
can, ' ne said. At times during the afternoon 
the rain storm was so furious that the cot had 
to be drawn in alittle to prevent the faster 
from getting an untimely shower-bath. 

From 12 0’clock, midnight, until 7 a. m. 
yesterday, Drs. Wright and Bates watched 
the fastiug man. For several hours after 
midnight, he reposed quietly on his cot. He 
sat up, and asked for water to rinse out his 
mouth with at 1 a. m., again at 2:49, anda 
third at 4:15 a. m. The last time he complain- 
ed that his mouth was unp!easantly dry. But 
at 5:10 he arose, took a bath, dressed himself, 
and said he felt very well indeed. He said, 
however, that he had been annoyed not a lit- 
tle on previous days by the talking of visitors, 
and hoped he would be spared such annoyance 
henceforth. 

Dr. R. A. Gunn arrived atthe hall very 
early in tbe morning, and at 7 o’clock Drs. 
Gunn and Wrigbt took the faster out to be 
weighed, and to give hima short walk. He 
was weighed at the usual place, ina store at 
Fourth avenue and Thiiteenth street, and 
was found to turn the scales at 1431-2 
pounds, a lossof 14 pounds for the first 
week’s fast. 

The party of three then started up Fourth 
avenue, Dr. Tanner walking with a firm, 
steady gait,and using no cane. At the cor- 
ner of Sixteenth street they turned and 
walked through the park to Broadway,thence 
down to Fourteenth street, to Fourth avenue, 
to Thirteenth street again, and thence down 
to Clarendon Hall. Dr. Gunn was in the 
presence of the fasting man from 6:40 till 9:30 
A. m., and after 7:45 a.m. Dr. Danelson was 
with bim also. All the doctors agreed that 
Dr. Tanner looked much better, and appeared 
to be lees nervous than he had been before. 
On all previous days he bad been almost con- 
stantly moving about. Now he would take 
an easy position and retain it for an hour 
without hardly moving. At tbe same time he 
Was more than commonly cheerful, and anx- 
ious to chat pleasantly with every one who 
came along. 

Dr. Danelson wasin charge of the faster 
from 9 a. m. till 1 p. m. From 1 till 5 p. m. Dr. 
Griswold of Brooklyn and Dr. Wilson of this 
city were in charge. Frequent examinations 
of the pulse, temperature, etc., were made, 
and a record of the results was entered in the 
book provided for that purpose. Dr. Tanner 
himeelf said that his beart was acting better 
than at any time since the beginning of the 
fast, an opinion which fully agreed with the 
conclusions of the examiners. 

During the day observations were made to 
ascertain how much water was absorbed by 
the faster when he gargled his mouth and 
throat. It was found that the average quan- 
tity was about a teaspoonful. 

From 5 till 7 p. m. Drs. Tuttle, Wark and 
Reiley were in charge ofthe faster. Soon 
after they came on Dr. Tanner requested that 
the room be vacated by all but the watchers, 
as he felt like taking an hour or two’s sleep. 
The request was complied with. Dr. Tanner 
slept about an hour and awoke more cheerful 
than ever. Soon after the faster awoke, two 
doctors and a lady called and asked to be al- 

owed to see him. The lady was curious to 
now what Dr. Tanner would select for his 
first meal after he had got through with his 
long fast. 

»The first thing I shall do will be to eat a 
watermelon,” said Dr. Tanner.

At 7 p. m. Dr. Gunn took charge of the 
watch again, and kept it up to midnight. 

The medical profession generally are now 
beginning to take great interest in the fast- 
ing man, and an extra corps of watchers, 
composed of members of the New York Neu- 
rological Society, is to be organized for the 
purpose of watching Dr. Tanner and his reg- 
Ular watchers at the same time. Two of the 

members ofthat society called last ovpaing 
and made known their object to Drs. War 
and Gunp, both of whom said they would be 
delighted with such an arrangement. The 
extra corps of watchers will be composed of 
twelve physicians, some of whom will be on 
duty every moment, day and night. 

The following is the result of a physical ex-

AN ACTRESS’ NARROW ESCAPE. 


The Husband of Mrs. Narcisse Sanger 
Attempts to Kill Her, 


From the New York Times. 


The inmates of the boarding-house No. 1 
East Washington square were startled by the 
reports of two pistol shots discharged in rapid 
succcssion on the landing of the second 
floor a few minutes after 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Those who were on the same 
floor at the time, and who left their rooms 
to ascertain the cause of the firing, saw Mrs. 
Narcisse Sanger, an actress, hastily retreat 
to her private apartment bleeding at the 
mouth. At tbe same moment an apparently 
intoxicated man, who proved to be Rufus P. 
Sanger, the lady’s busband, tottered down 
stairs, and was in the act of making his exit 
to the street, when an officer of the Fifteenth 
Precinct took him in charge. Believing that 
Mrs. Sanger had been shot, the people of the 
house requested the policeman to summon an 
ambulance. It was soon ascertained that she 
was not suffering from a pistol-shot wound, 
but simply from an abrasion produced by the 
pressure of the muzzle of the weapon to her 
mouth. 

From the story told by Mrs. Sanger touch- 
ing the circumstances of the attempt upon 
her life, it would appear that her escape from 
death was due to her own coolness and pres- 
ence of mind. Sanger, who is thirty-two 
years of age, was, she says, until about a year 
ago employed as a clerk by Claflin & Co.,who 
were obliged to discharge him in consequence 
of his dissolute habits. From the date of his 
discharge be drank more heavily than before, 
and treated his wife in an inhuman manner, 
notwithstanding that she supplied him with 
money whenever he demanded it. His cruel- 
ty at length forced her to apply fora legal 
separation, which, she asserts, was granted 
five months ago. On two occasions 
subsequently Sanger wrote ber letters 
in which he expressed repentance for his mis- 
deeds in the past, and promised to reform. 
Believing that he was sincere, she permitted 
him to live with her again, until a month 
ago, when he resumed his dissolute habits 
and his brutal conduct toward her. On Sun- 
day he called at the boarding- house in au in- 
toxicatea condition, and expressed a desire 
to see her. According to instructions given 
by her he was not admitted. During the re- 
mainder of the day he prowled in the neich- 
borhood of the boarding-house, apparentiv in 
the hope that his wife wouldcome out. Yes- 
terday afternoon he sent averbal message to 
her to the effect that he was about 
to leave the city for Colorado. 
She replied that she would 
not see him under any circumstances. A short 
time after Sanger slylv entered the house, and, 
meeting his wife in the landing of the second 
floor, demanded an audience with her in her 
private room. She refused to converse with 
him, whereupon he drew a six-chambered re- 
volver and placed the muzzle against her 
mouth. Mrs. Sanger had barely succeeded in 
thrusting his arm aside when the pistol went 
off. Asecond bullet passed in proximity to 
her head as she was entering ber room. rs. 
Sanger has five children, three of whom she 
herself supports, the other two being cared 
for by Sanger’s mother.

What a different meaning from the original 
one many words acquire by common use. 
Grass widow 1s one of these. It is generally 
employed now inthis country to signify a 
woman whose husband has left her from in- 
compatibility, or for more tangible cause, and 
who, though not divorced, has no intent to 
live with her again. Long ago a grass widow 
was an unmarried woman, who had hada 
child, and sometimes the word is so applied 
heres: In Europe it means simply a wife who 
is temporarily separated from her husband 
for any reason whatever, but without any 
disharm or idea of reproach. In Englanda 
woman e husband 1s in India or Austra- 
lia is spoken of, without disrespect, as a grass 
widow; sois a French wife whose natural 

rotector is in Algeria or the Isle de Bour- 
bes. although in Great Britain the expression 
is also understood in the American sense. 
Grass widow is really a corruption of grace 
widow (the French say veuve par grace), a 
widow by grace or favor, and was specially 
used in reference to the wives of the Crusa- 
ders, who were leftat home while their ab- 
surdly enthusiastic lieges fought against infi- 
dels in Palestine and often staid away so long 
that their spouses sought consolation and 
found it only too readily. During the gold 
fever in California, many men went to the Pa- 
cific coast at a venture, putting their families 
to board in the States while they hunted for 
the precious metal or pursued whatever course 
circumstances determined. This the gold- 
seeker called putting his wife out to grass, 
in 2 to putting a horse to grass 
when not wanted or unfitted to work. The 
term grass widow steadily extends its appli- 
cation. It means to-day, on this side the 
water, any woman legally or virtua'ly mar- 
ried whose actual, ostensible or nominal hus- 
bandis permanently absent. A wife, tem- 
porarily separated from her husband, howev- 
er fond of, or sympathetic with, one another 
they may be, is also a grass widow. But 
wives at Long Branch, Saratoga or Newport 
during the season, while their husbands are 
uttending to business in Wall or William or

side. Grass widow has become so associated 
with opprobrium that it is not likely to be em- 
ployed in its European import.

names, a large — iy | of which belong to 
the reigning houses in Germany and Austria 
Among the most famous of these persons who 
have loved well if not wisely. politically 
speaking, are the following: rince Louis 
Duke of Bavaria,elder brother of the Empress 
of Austria, was married at Augsburg, in May 
1858, to Fraulein Henriette Menthe, who now 
bears the title of Baroness von Wallersee. 

Prince Louis de Baurbon, born 1855, eldest 
son of the Count of Aguilla, of the late reign. 
ing house of Naples, was married at New York 
on the 20th of March, 1869, to Mile. Marie 
Hawel, born in 1847, who is now entitled 
Princess de Bourbon. 

Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, born in 
1823, a cousin of the reigning Grand Izuke 
and a General in the British Army, was Mar. 
ried in 1851 to Lady Augusta Gordon- Lennox, 
a sister of the present Duke of Richmond aud 
Gordon, who has been created Countess von 
Dornberg by the reigning Grand Duke. His 
brother, Prince Gustavus of Saxe-Weimar, a 
General in the Austrian army, married Feb. 
ruary 14, 1870, Mile. Pierina Marochia, who 
has been created Countess von Neuberg. 

Prince Leopold of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, a 
younger brother of King Ferdinand of Portu- 
gal, was married at Vienna, in 1861, to Frau- 
lein Constantine Adelaide Teresa Gerger, and 
who now has the title of Baroness von Rut- 
tenstem. 

King Ferdinand of Portugal, and father 
of the King of Portugal, was himself re- 
married after the death of his first wife, 
Queen Maria da Gioria, to Mile. Elisé Heusler, 
who is now known as the Countess Edla. 


We add that in several cases these morgan- 
atic alliances were made with actresses. 

Asfor the Emperor Alexander and the 
Princess Dolgoroucki, he has been in love 
with her for more than twelve years. He first 
met her at the residence of her sister-in-law, 
the Princess Dolgoroucki-Vulcano, a most 
honorable Neapolitan. Struck with the grace 
of the Princess Catherine, a blonde of charm- 
ing simplicity and great beauty, the Emperor 
declared his love, and the affair soon became 
the talk of St. Petersburg. He established 
her in apartments onthe English quay, and 
here he has visited almost daily for the past 
ten years to seek solacein her society from 
the cares and worrtes of State affairs, and to 
receive those fond caresses so dear to most 
men, and which the late Empress found it ut- 
terly impossible to bestow on him. The Prin- 
cess Dolgoroucki has given birth to several 
children, all of them being authorized by im- 
perial ukase to bear the titles of Count and 
Countess de Gourine, the name of an extinct 
branch of the Romanoffs. The Princess fol- 
lowed the Emperor to the banks of the Dan- 
ube, under the name of Mme. Rilejer, during 
the late war with Turkey. Of course, the 
Empress knew all about it, but her malady 
and the coldness of her nature caused her to 
shut her eyes to the real state of the case. 

As we have already indicated, rumor says 
the Emperor will marry the Princess by-and- 
by, but whether he will wed her publicly or 
contract a morganatic alliance is not yet deter- 
mined by the gossips. In either event there 
cannot be much taint of a misalliance, for the 
Dolgoroucki family has already been coaonect- 
ed by marriage with the Romanoffs. 


MOVING THE OBELISK. 


How Commander Gorringe Turned the 
— of Alexandria into Admira - 
tion. 

From tne New York World.] 


Mr. George Wright, of No. 61 Beekman 
street, in this city, who during the past four 
years has made a tour ofthe world on busi- 
ness and pleasure, has recently reached home. 
In March last he landed at Alexandria, in 
Egypt, when the question of removing the 
obelisk to New York was much talked about. 
To a reporter ofthe World Mr. Wright has 
given a short account of the work of remov- 
ing the monolith as he saw it. He did not, 
however, remain until its departure. 

**When I arrived in Alexandria the needle 
had been taken down and Commander Gor- 
ripge was building a caisson or flat-boaton 
which to launch it into water and carry it to 
the dry-dock where it was to be shipped. 
Previously, when the machinery for taking it 
down was arranged, evil-disposed persons 
in the city were confident that the trunnions 
and towers, which they sarcastically said were 
‘built by people in America who knew nothing 
about removing obelisks,’ would not bear 80 
great a weight, and up tothe moment when 
the obelisks turned easily on its axis they pre- 
dicted a crash. In thisthey were, as you 
know, disappointed, so their next hopes 
of a failure were placed in the 
launching. The obelisk stood on a plot 
of land, which had formerly been a stone 
yard, between the Boulevard de Ramleh and 
the Great Harbor, a little to the northwest of 
the Ramleh railway station, and almost in 
the center of the business portion of the citv. 
At this point the land is between ten and fif- 
teen feet above tide-water mark. Here Com- 
mander Gorringe excavated a slip similar toa 
shipbuilder’s yard, and on it built the cais- 
son. When this was completed the obelisk 
was rolled on, and together they were launch- 
ed into the harbor. There were a great num- 
ber of people present, the majority of whom 
came to witness an accident to the stone—the 
general opinion being that the caisson would 
not carry the weight from the land to the 
water.“ 

„How did the inhabitants act when the 
launch was a success!“ 

„When they got it off the ways there was 
great cheering and rejoicing, and a general re- 
vulsion of feeling. And after that pres — 
expressed a hope that the obelisk might get 
to America safely, because Commander Gor- 
155 had overcome ail obstacles so success -

“What became of the obelisk after the 
launch!“ 

„It was towed to a floating dry - dock situ - 
ated on the other side of the promontory, 
which constitutes a part of Alexandria and 
divides the two harbors. The dock was sunk 
and the caisson admitted. When the dock 
was raised again the caisson was taken to 

ieces, obelisk was taken off and 

acked up to about five or ten feet. After this 
was accomplished the dock was sunk again 
and the Dessouk was admitted and placed 
with her bow alongside the monolith. A sec- 
tion of the starboard side of the steamer, be- 
ginning about twenty feet aft of the bow ana 
extending for about seventy-five feet, and 
about ten feet deep, was taken out, and 
— 2 this aperture the obelisk was ship-

IN A NUTSHELL. 

In 1870 the United States census-takers 
showed St. Louis to have a population of 
over 310,000. 

In 1880 the United States census-takers 
only found 320,000 people. 

The names reported by the carriers and 
citizens should not be added to the total of 
the official census-takers. They ought to 
be held strictly to their own work. That 
showed about 320,000 people, or only 10,000 
more than the census of 1870. 

But the undisputed facts show that in 
those ten years not less than 18,000 dwell- 
ings were erected within the city limits; 
that the registered vote doubled: that the ac- 
tual number of names in the directory, too, 
nearly doubled. 

Now how can 18,000 residences and dwell- 
ings be built for only 10,000 people? How 
can 20,000 new voters be registered 
—all males over 21 years of age—when 
there were only 10,000 additional souls, 
counting all the women, children and 
babes? How can 52,923 new names be 
added to the directory when there was only 
a total increase of 10,000—again counting 
all, women and children? 

No sane man can look at these figures 
and facts without concluding that either 
the census of 1870 or that of 
1880 is a palpable, glaring lie and 
fraud. There is no possible escape 
from this. Our own opinion is that both 
censuses are lies, and that it was a great 
scandal ever to have intrusted so import- 
ant a work to so incompetent a hand as 
that of Mr. Salomon. 

But what are we going to do about it? 

There is only one thing, and that is to 
insist upon a totally new census, and to have 
that taken by gentlemen of honor and ca- 
pacity. 

If Mr. Schurz has the slightest regard for 
the city which he claims to be his home, he 
will order a new census immediately. 

Let the citizens’ committee movein the 
matter with vigor. 


A NEW CONVERT. 

The New York Herald seems to be get- 
ting ready for a Democratic victory. 
Though non-partisan and independent, it 
has generally taken the Republican side of 
public questions. But about the present 
Democratic platform it speaks thus 
strongly: 

It is often said that platforms mean noth- 
ing; but, in the present instance, it happens 
that the national platforms represent pretty 
accurately the spirit of the two parties.

THE STARVING RACE. 

Dr. Tanner goes right along living, in 
spite of the assertion of the regular school 
of doctors that he would be a dead man 
after nine days if he did not take food. 
Tanner has entered on the tenth day of his 
starvation feat, and is apparently as spry as 
he was six days ago. He is getting a 
little nervous and occasionally cries out in 
his sleep, but so far this is the only symp- 
tom of disorder that has manifested itself. 
He has not taken water since the 30th of 
June. The homeopaths and eclectics con- 
tinue in the belief that he will succeed in 
living without food forty days. Dr. Ham- 
mond declares Tanner will die in a day or 
two if the test is an honest one and that a 
continuanee of life will furnish proof of 
fraud. The “‘regulars,’’ in fact, are al- 
ready beginning to cry ‘“humbug’’ 
and to charge that food is _ be- 


ing man. There does not seem, however, 
to be any real ground for this insinuation. 
The greatest precautions have evidently 
been taken to see that the test is fairly 
made. If the test is as genuine as it ap- 
pears to be and Tanner lives through his 
fast, it will be one of the most important 
medical events of the century. But the 
chances are that insanity or death will in- 
tervene and defeat the efforts of the ambi- 
tious Tanner to defy the laws of nature. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN does not seem to 
be in a very amiable mood. Fora crafty 
politician he does not succeed in suppress- 
ing his real feeling about the treachery by 
which Garfield and the Ohio delegation 
sold him out at Chicago.

WHO SHALL BE GOVERNOR? 


The Arguments For and Against Col. 
Tom Crittendon. 


: Sr. Louis, July 8, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Presidential questioa must not absorb 
attention to the neglect of other matters. The 
gubernatorial question is an important one. 
In effect the Democratic convention at Jeffer- 
son City elects the next Governor. Whom 
shall it elect? 

It seems to me there are valid reasons for 
preferring Colonel Crittenden. In addition 
to being a good soldier and of spotless integ- 
rity his record as a successful lawyer 
gives proof that he is also a man of intellect- 
ual abilityand of learning. Missouri is a 
large State, of varied and sometimes inhar- 
monious interests. It may become of the 
highest importance that its Chief Executive 
should be a gentleman of wide and solid in- 
formation and of strong intellect. The dash 
of a cavalry commander, though admirable in 
its place and use, is worth no more in the 
Executive Chamber than the accomplishments 
of the dancing-master. The Governor must 
take care that the laws are faithfully execut- 
ed.” To do that he must have a grasp of in- 
tellect and reach of information that will 
enable him to understand legal rights and 
legal duties and legal limitations. On the 
question of intellectual fitness, all will con- 
cede that Colonel Crittenden is the man. 

One strong and probably conclusive reason 
in favor of Colonel Crittenden is that he was 
a Federal and not Confederate oflicer. Among 
Democrats that fact goes for nothing—among 
all large- minded and candid Republicans it is 
equally unimportant. But among machine 
Republicans, and among a small fraction of 
the Republican masses who are well-meaning, 
good men, but not much enlightened, the 
waving of the bloody shirt has not yet become 
a proof of vulgarity and demagoguery. 
In the pending Presidential contest, this 
prejudice must be respected. It is not only 
prudent,it is a duty, a solemn duty which 
the Missouri Democracy owe to the cause of 
good government throughout the country, to 
respect this prejudice. However unreason- 
able it may be, it is a fact,and as a fact it must 
not be ignored. Now both our Senators are 
ex-Confederate officers. To nominate anoth- 
er Confederate General for Governor would 
justify the apprebension of many good men in 
the Northern States that the rule of Democ- 
racy means the rule of the Confederacy, and 
would cost Hancock tens of thou- 
sands of votes in the Northern States. 
There is one objection against Col. 
Crittenden, namely, that he resides in the 
neighborhood of the homes of our two Sena- 
tors. In an inquiry as to the wisdom ofa 
nomination, there are two classes of objec- 
tions, those which are essential and those 
which are accidental. That a candidate’s 
opinions are erroneous, that his career is ob- 
noxious, that his character for purity is 
stained, that he has given no evidence of suf- 


ficient learning or intellect—these are essen- 


tial objections. No essential objection is 
urged or can be urged against Col. Critten- 
den. That a candidate resides in a locality 
where somebody else resides is only an acci- 
dental objection. It does not touch the ques- 
It cannot be imputed to 
him as afault or a demerit. In short, it is an 
objection of such a character that, as against 
any reason whatever in his favor, it can not be 
considered at all. Col. Crittenden is not to 
blame for residing at Warrensburg. nor is he 
to blame for the place of residence of Senators 
Cockrell and Vest. He is to be judged upon 
his merits in view of the exigencies of the 
canvass, and so judged it can not be denied 
that he is the fittest man. G.

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


A German Opinion of its Strength and 
kfliciency—A Million and Three 
Quarters of Soldiers. 

[From the Pall Mall Gazette. J 


A German military paper remarks that while 
undoubtedly when the Emperor Nicholas was 
on the throne exaggerated ideas were enter- 
tained of the power of Russia, it is neverthe- 
less an equal mistake to de-cribe Russia as 
„„ Colossus with feet of clay.“ The great 
mats of Germans are in fact to-day, the writer 
continues, as ignorant of the military resour- 
ces and strength of Russia as the French were 
of those of Germany. prior to the war of 
1870-71. ‘The Russian is naturally peacefully 
inclined and dreads military service—not ver- 
haps as he did formerly, because he feared 
that be would be subject to ill-treatment, but 
because he dislikes work. Onee drafted into 
the ranks of the army, however, he becomes 
an excellent soldier, o»eying orders readily, 
not through mere Slavonic submissiveness, as 
is often asserted, but because he is imbued 
with a childish reverence for every autbority 
and a simple trust id bis superiors. So long, 
therefore, as he remains under the im nediate 
control of his leaders—as in a troop in com- 


pact tormation—he fights well: but 
when. he is called upon to act more 
or less independentiv—as when ex- 
tended in skirmshing order—he fails to 


do much, and this nut because of any lack of 
courage, but because he instinctively looks 
for some oneto guide and direct his every 
movement. With regard tothe arme itself, 
the Germun writer o0<erves that, although a 
system of universal compulsory service 0»- 
tains in Russ la, tee number of edueat-d men 
in the ranks is so extremely small, and the 
gulf betweeu the educated men aud uaedu- 
cated man is still so well detined and deep, 
that the former exercises little or no influence 
upon tbe general tone of the service. At the 
seme time the army is deing a good work in 
Russia in that every year itinstills into thou- 
sands of recruits habits of order, cleanliness, 
and activity, and represses, as far as stric: 
discipline can, the national vice of drunk- 
epnese. The military educition of the Rus- 
sian soldier is, however, still hindered by 
many circumstances, Among the chief of 
these are the want of barrack accommodation 
and of large towns in the interior, which 
_ Mecessitaies a great disoersion of the mea in 
mall detachments; the insufficiency of the 
provisions supplied to the soldier, whica 
obliges the latter to work for wages for a part 
of every year; and the great length of time 
token in teaching the men to read and write. 
Ou the other hand this same unavoidable dis- 
persion of the troops has led to the furmation 
in Russia of anubusually large number of 
dumps of exercise. Altogether, the 
German writer believes that Russia is 
now energetically engaged in 4 
s\stematic development of her mili- 
tary resources, and that her srmy conse- 
quirutly threatens to become a formidable ad- 
versary. ‘The presence streagtu of the army 
is estimated at 1,750,009 conbatants, aad, 
even allowing for the deductions waich must 
be made to provide garrisous for her vast in- 
terior, the German writer believes that Rus- 
sia would still be able to assemble a force 
which numericaliv wou'd not be inferior to 
the urmy of any other European power. Rus- 
sia has only to provide for the defen-e of ner 
Western frontiers, and not for attack oa ail 
sides, as Germany has; and even supposing 
her lirst line of defense forced. the prevailing 
yeouraphical and ctimatic) conditions would 
sender a march on St. Petersburg or on Mos- 
cuW no éeusy task for an invader.

New Springs in Southwest Missourl. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

CHRISTIAN COUNTY, July 6, 1880.—Would 
a few lines from one not accustomed 
to news corresponding, living inthe land of 
curiosities and wonders, interest your read- 
ers? Onthe Fourth I visited the great medi- 
cal spring on Bear Creek, in this county, that 
is just now the all-absorbing topic that is ex- 
citing the minds of the wise and the aged, as 
well as healing like magic the diseased and 
infirm. Yes, the noble and high-spirited 
physician is forced to look on with wonder 
and astonishment as he sees his afflicted pa- 
tient, who bas been under his skillful treat- 
ment for years, repair to this spring, 


and after bottlng in and drinking 
this water but a few days, able to return to 
his family and friends with the gladsome 
shout of, “Iam healed! Jam able to resume 
my former labors.”? But let me give à sketch, 
historically, in regard to this great discovery. 
The oldest inhabitants of these (Ozurk) 
mountains tell us that lodians informed tuem 
that tbe French, while exploring this country 
for mines, discovered a spring whose healing 
virtues were unsurpassed, and that they, the 
French, bad marked the spring, but the In- 
dians never succeeded in findiag it. 

Since the excitementin regard to Eureka, 
in Arkansas, our people bave turned their at- 
tention to this Indian tradition, knowing full 
well that Indian never lic,“ aod knowing, 
too, that they lived in the proper locility, as 
cording to tradition, for this spring to exist. 

Some three months ago Mr. Jas. MeGiunis, 
baving an afflicted wife and having a knowl- 
edge of the existence of this Bear Creek Spring, 
concluded to try its virtues, in the hope tnat 
this might possibly be the great hesling spriag 
to Which our tradition alludes. Altnougn the 
Spring Was five miles from his residence, he 
hept bis companion supplied with the water. 
In two or three weeksshe was sound, although 
sbe had labored for years under the torturing 
and depressing influence of a cough. 

This led ott ers to test its virtues for other 
diseases, such as rheumatism, neuralgia, 
sores, ir flammatory swelliugs, ervsipelas, dis- 
tension of stomach, toothache, sore mouths, 
elc., with like magical effect. Mr. MeGinnis 
entered the land upon which the spring is sit- 
nated and laid out a town. On last Thursday, 
July 1, he and seven other gentlemen repairea 
tothe spring forthe purpose of digzing off 
the dnt embankment back to the bluff. wnich 
was solid-made land for eight feet back aud 
two feet in depth. Afier reaching the wuin 
bluff, where the stream comes forth from be- 
tween the ledges of the white mazgnesian rock, 
they discovered asmall stone four by six in 
ches setting against the projecting rock. Tais 
they threw out with their shovel, and Mr. 
Geo. Gideon, one of their fellow-laborers, 
discovered across nicely engraved on one of 
its smooth faces; he called attention to the 
matter, and up u cleaning off and wasdging 
the stone they found upon its opposite face 
another smaller cross and the inscription, 
“Father Reno, 1704,” nicely engraved. All 
the party, seven or eightin number, are will- 
ing to be qualified thut the above is true, and 
tet they bave no knowledge of its deposit, 
and that there is no possibility of its having 
been placed there, since the formation of this 
piece of land two by eight feet, as the dirt was 
well covered on its surface with such shrub- 
bery as usually grows about springs. 

The question naturally arises in the minds 
of the thinking men, why should this Catholie 
priest bave piaced this sign at this spring 176 
years ago’ Was it because he had discovered 
iis powers as a healing medium, and thus 
mMaiked the place and made a note ia his dia- 
ry of its exact locality that he mizht direct 
the suffering and afilicted human family to 
this spot for relief When tue country eim, 
setiled with civilized people. This diseoverv 
now furnishes a rich morsel of food for the 
alleviation of the huugry bistorian. Let him 
telius,if he can, who this Father Reno was 
who traversed the Ozark Mountains at as ear- 
lv 2 day as 1704. 

On Sunday last, it being, too, the Fourth cf 
Juiy aud the occasion of the assembling of 
quite a crowd atthis sping, hoiding thereat 
a picnic, the town was christened Reno 
Spring. ic honor of this bold, ancient and 
reverend Fatber. Iuse the term “tangent 
for the reason that modern aucient” nas be- 
come admissibie. 

Reuo Spring is on the road leading from 
Springfield, Mo., to Harrison, Ark., abou: 
twenty-eight miles froin the former place, aud 
about nine miles south of Highblanaville.

Ten Thousand People Do Honor to 
the Brave Fireman.

Lying in State— The Scene in Church— 
At the Grave. 


The last sad and beautiful rites of the 
Catholic Church were this morning sslemn- 
ized over the motal remains of Phelim Toole. 
His body has been placed beneath the sod in 
Calvary, and the throngs of people who this 
morning crowded the streets and the Cathe- 
dral in his honor are already beginning to for- 
gethim. Thereis alessonia his brave and 
simple life which every one has read 
and which bas moved the people's heart. He 
died doing bis duty, a victim to his owa ener- 
gy and zeal, and the obsequies show that St. 
Louis feels his merit and mourns bis loss. 
There bas not been sucha funeral in the city 
for years. There never has been in the West 
such a demonstration of popular regret and 


sorrow for the loss of any man. Phelim Toole 
has been a hero ever siuve the hotel fire, aad 
it seemed as though every one wanted 
one look at his cold, plucky face before the 
clods rattled down upon his coflin lid. 


Lying in State. 

The body, enclosed in a magnificent casket, 
was placed atanearly hour this morning at 
the engine-house on Seventh, near Olive. The 
guard of honor, consisting of a detail of two 
men from each engine, was placed about 
it, and as the crowd about the 


doors had grown to colossal proportions 
preparations were made for admitting them 
into the hall. A cordon of police was sta- 
tioned outsideto keep the throng in order, 
the doors were thiown open and the people 
surged in. They were passedin on the left and 
found exit onthe right, and it was all the 
firemen could do to keep them moving. Oaly 
one hurried look sat the marble face, 
merely aglimpse of the dead fireman, was 
permitted, and the person was pushed aloay. 
‘There was a constant stream of these people 
passing rapidly around the coflia and out. 
Many of them, especialiy boys, repeated the 
route again and again, morbidly gazing upon 
the body and the flowers. Mrs. Toole and her 
two children, who had been admitted 
shortly after the casket was arranged. 
were seatedinthe midst of a crowd of ela 
tives and friends in the back part of the en- 
gine house. She was crying continually, and 
the two children were imitating her exampie. 
She was dressedin heavy mourning, anda 
long crape veil fell almost to her feet. 
The ficral offerings of the 
and admirers of the deceased 
were arranged partly on the 
coftin and partiy upon a temporary stand 
made for them, for they were numerous 
erough to cover entirely the remains. The 
designs were pretty and appropriate. The 
Chief, Clay Sexton, presented a pillow with 
the legend „Honor the Brave.“

pompier combined with an anchor, aud 
the men ofthe Skinner Company presented a 
ship in full sail wieh the legend“ Homeward

The Start. 

At’ o’clock, the hour fixed for the starting 
of the cortege, the throng had increase.i til! i: 
numbered 5,000 people. The street was blocked 
up and locomotion was altogether impos- 
sible. The ropes were run across 
the door, everybody was requested 
to leave aud the wife was 


brought forward to take a last view aud a long 
farewell of her departed husband. Her grief 
was too much for her, however, and she give 
way completely to astorm of tears. The 
Chief supported her back to her place, and 
then preparations for starting were made. 
Saxton’s Band took position in the 
street, which had been cleared. Seventy 
members of Ben. franklin Court of Foresters 
made a lane through which the body was to 
pass to the Skinner Truck. At 9:15 the coffin 
was taken up by the pall-bearers, Messrs, 
Kirk, Conway, Shaughnessy. McKernan, Hea- 
nessey, Toughey, Hoel, Bauer and Shay, all 
members of the Skinner Company, of which 
the deceased was foreman. The families 
of these men were present also and accomp.n- 
ied the body to the grave. The route was de- 
gun. to the truck, which was proper- 
ly draped, and the flowers were also taken up 
and carried out. The band discoursed a 
mourntul march and ina few moments the 
whole cortege was under way.

Since the funeral of Arthur Barret, no such 
procession has been seen here, and the crowds 
upon the street outnumbered  any- 
thing of the kind ever held in St. 
Louis. The procession moved down 
Olive to Fourtb, down Fourth to Walnut, 
down Waluut tothe Cathedral. A crowd of 
i athered on Wal- 
nut, between Second and Third, and in the 
church, waiting the cortege, and it was with 
the utmost difficulty that the police could 
keep the church from being overrun. 


At the Church. 

Tbe Cathedral was surrounded by crowds 
as early as 8o’clock, although the cortege 
did not arrive until9:45. The public were let 
into the side aisles, the middle being reserved 
for the immediate friends and attendants on 
the corpse. The church showed little effort 
at decoration, nothing beyond a few long 
streamers of black, which were hung from 
pillar to pillar. The altar was decorated in 


the same way, and tastily lit up with candles. 
Father Tobin, surrounded by acolytes, met 
the ead procession at the church door and ad- 
vanced at its head up the aisle. Atthe 
head of the cofiin walked Mike Heister, 
Toole’s old companion, decorated with one of 
the massive gold medals presented to him and 
Toole after the Southern fire. The coffio was 

laced in front of the altar and was almost 

idden from view by floral decorations. 
Around it satthe wife and children of de- 
ceased, and his companions, who, intheir blue 
uniform shirts presented a strange contrast 
to the mourning around. Solemn high mass 
for the dead was celebrated. with Rev. Father

The Sermon. 

I would willingly eome farther than I have 
to pay tribute to that noble profession of sav- 
ing life and alleviating distress which was 
followed by ourdeparted friend. It is meet 
and fitting that the same tribute should be 
paid to men who face death to help men as to 
those who die on the battle field. And there- 
fore I am proud to be here to-day to do honor 
to the departed bero. 

In the midst of death let us pause fora 
minute to consider the reality of life and what 


it is to live. 
Tn the life of the man who lies before us 


I see the fulfillment of two  prophe- 


cies. The first is that momentous say- 
ing of the priest, when, on Ash Wedues- 
day, be anoints the forehead of the faithful 
witb ashes andthe sign ofthe cross: Ra- 
member, man, thou art but dust, and unto dust 
thou must return.“ Though great iu the eves 
of man, or of God, this must be your eni. 
With the noble and the bizhest falling around 
you. can you for one moment forget 
ihe dust of which you are made? You may 
enjoy glory—even asthe deceased did, but 
glory isa bubble and, like a bubble, burs's 
and is gone.
